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7 This act enacts a provision requiring independent special districts and local districts to

8 obtain approval from the legislative body of the municipality or county in which the

9 district intends to acquire fee simple title to real property used for expansion of the

10 district's infrastructure or other facilities.

18 An independent special district may not acquire fee simple title to real property located

19 within the boundaries of a municipality or within the unincorporated area of a county, for the

20 purpose of expanding the district's infrastructure or other facilities used for providing the

21 services the district is authorized to provide, without the prior approval of the legislative body

22 of the municipality or county, as the case may be.

23 Section 2.  Section 17B-2-103 is enacted to read:

24 17B-2-103.  Approval required before acquiring real property.

25 A local district may not acquire fee simple title to real property located within the

26 boundaries of a municipality or within the unincorporated area of a county, for the purpose of

27 expanding the district's infrastructure or other facilities used for providing the services the
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28 district is authorized to provide, without the prior approval of the legislative body of the

29 municipality or county, as the case may be.
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A limited legal review of this legislation raises no obvious constitutional or statutory concerns.
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
